The two kids looked innocent to me. The evidence was 
inevitable, though, they were guilty of slaughtering a whole 
family. I looked at their picture in the paper, they looked 
like two kids I knew in high school. The innocent faces were 
so familiar, but yet I didn't know them. They looked like 
any other youthful, teens, but they weren't. What would make 
these two brothers, aged nineteen and sixteen murder a whole 
family? 


The family came home one by one, all murdered as they 
entered the house. All except for the daughter, who was 
raped then murdered. The two brothers, along with a few 
others were on a several state burglary streak. An innocent 
family- never hurt anyone, all murdered in cold blood. What 
could prompt such savagely gruesome murders? What could make 
these two boys do such a horrid thing? 


Their mother had been divorced several times, and they 
came from a very broken home. The area they grew up in was 
mostly black, and they were considered by the kids in the 
neighborhood to be "white trash." There was also a third 
brother, he was the oldest, and he was already in prison 
spending the better part of his life. The nineteen year 
old had been in and out of all those Juvenile delinquent 
programs for years before the final climax. Obviously, 
he was a walking time bomb. Why wasn't he found out and 
rehabilitated?. Why couldn't he have been prevented from 
committting this inhuman tragedy? Now, not only is his 
life thrown away, but a whole family is dead. 


I have served community service, and I have friends v/ho 
have been in detention,»centers, and other programs. The 
purpose of community service I guess, is to pay society 
(or at least the county) back for your crimes. So, you commit 
a crime, servo some hours to pay it off, then your free. 

What is learned? I'll tell you what is learned: It is 
learned thatanything you do wrong can be paid for ( and comp- 
romised). This sticks for life. Society neglects to detect 
the problems when they start, so they wait until it is 
too late, then make the criminal start paying with nickels 
and dimes. Nothing is learned, nothing is changed. Everyone 
wanted to teach the youthful criminal a lesson, but, some- 
how, no one did. Now it's too late. WHAT ISN'T LEARNED, 

WHAT ISN'T REALIZED, AND WHAT IS FORGOTTEN, IS THAT ALL 
THESE CRIMES COULD HAVE. BEEN PREVENTED. But society is 
stuck on it's useless minor punishment trip. 


Jails are full of people who have committed crimes since 
they were young. They were never rightfully taught the differ- 
ence between right and wrong. They were never properly rehab- 
ilitated (supposedly they were, but obviously it wasn’t good 
enough) .Yelling at someone, telling them they are wrong and a 
criminal, and then, throwing the book at them may make society 
feel better, but it does absdlutely nothing. With the exception 
of teaching the kid how much of a pushover the law is. Some 
kid I served comminity servcie with is a prime example* He 
has committed minor crimes since he was really young, and they 
keep getting more serious;* He commits a crime, serves some 
time, committs another one, etc. WHEN WILL IT END? WHEN 
SOMEONE DIES? 

Most kids who commit crimes, can be rehabilitated if 
treated the right way. Society uses the macho •• strong arm 
of the law” technique and it doesn’t work. These kids need 
friends to help them overcome their problem, not enemies to 
give them some time or what ever, then throw them out in a 
robotic manner. 

Maylpelodmmitting crimes to some is a way of getting 
attention (which they never get). They need help but instead 
are given a slap on the wrist, or even, a punch in the face 
for that matter, That doesnt solve the problem, though. 

I don’t have all the answers! All I know is that there 
are too many kids who needtelp but are not getting it. THE 
LAW BLAMES IT ON THE PARENTS, THE SCHOOL BLAMES IT ON PEER 
PRESSURE, AND THE PARENTS BLAME IT ON ROCK AND ROLL. No one 
takes the correct responsibility. It's just like one long 
factory line. THESE KIDS NEED HELP. 

Nothing will bring that murdered family back to life, and 
one of the killers will probably eventually, end u p spending 
? most of his life in prison. Society is happy, but the 
outcome could have been different. 

Meanwhile, the prisons are over crowding, the crime rate 
is rising and everyone is worrying about how they aren' t to 
blame and -"some cne else is. And in Tallahassee, they are busy 
Rebating the colors for the new license plates.
